The appearance of a case of diph­ 
theria in the famib' of Peter Sachs on 
East Middle street has resulted in the 
closing of all the schools in the High 
Street 
and 
High 
School 
buildings 
while fumigation is in progress. 
The 
patient is Miss Ruth Sachs, a pupil 
in Mrs. W itherow’s room. A sister, 
Miss Grace Sachs, is a teacher in one 
of the other rooms in the High Street 
building while a brother is attending 
the High School. 
The case was discovered on Wednes­ 
day afternoon. 
Miss Ruth Sachs had 
not been feeling well but was not so 
sick as to require her staying in the 
house and she walked to Dr. Dickson’s 
office to secure medicine. 
The phy­ 
sician found her suffering from a mild 
form of diphtheria and 
notified the 
School Board and the Board of Health. 
The closing of the schools and the 
quarantining of the Sachs home were 
at once ordered and all the rooms ! 
thoroughly 
fumigated. 
Both 
the frie n d s of HigllWjy PfCVCIlt COflSld- 
High School and High Street build­ 
ings will undergo the process w’hieh 
proved so effective last year when 
diphtheria made its appearance and 
work w'ill be resumed on Monday as 
usual. 
Miss Grace Sachs, who teach­ 
es the Second Grade, has gone home 
to assist in taking care of her sick 
sister and her work will be taken up 
by Mrs. Stewart, the regular substi­ 
tute. 
This morning the pupils of the High 
School took their wraps to the build­ 
ing where they were fumigated at the 
same time as the rooms. 
Before nine 
o'clock Friday morning all the pupils 
at the High street building are asked 
to take their wraps to that building 
and to hang them in the North Hall 
where they will be fumigated. P a r­ 
ent* of children who do not comply 
with this request will be expected to 
do the fum igating in their homes. 
Most of the other cases of diph­ 
theria which have appeared here for 
the last three years have also been in 
Mrs. Witherow's room and its r e a p ­ 
pearance there is commented upon 
by the school authorities for the room 
has always been thoroughly fum igat­ 
ed and its contents, in the way of 
books, papers and so on, burned.

project. 
President Taft on Wednesday took 
a hand in the fight. He held a confer­ 
ence with 30 Republicans at the White 
House and earnestly expressed him­ 
self in favor of the construction of the 
memorial in Potomac Park, as recom­ 
mended by the Fine Arts Commission. 
The President told the Congressmen 
that he has heard that the Liucdln 
Memorial plan may be defeated in the 
House. 
He said such action would 
be deplorable and would delay for 
years the construction 
of a 
great 
memorial to the martyred President. 
The President had no objections to 
the construction of the highway to 
Gettysburg 
He 
took 
the 
position 
that the road could be constructed at 
some future time should Congress de­ 
sire, but to inject the issue now would 
interfere with the future of the pro­ 
ject. 
One reason w’hy the President was 
so anxious that the Lincoln memorial 
project lie finally adopted by the pres­ 
ent Congress was on account of Sena­ 
tor Shelby M. Cullom, of Illinois, who 
for years has wmrked in and out of 
season for some proper and approp­ 
riate memorial to Lincoln.
